highest rocky promontory on the

Acadla National Park on Mount 
Desert Island. 


The island. Great Head, and oth- 


er Jagged slopes on the Maine 
coast line are what is left of an- 
cient geologic erosions and up- 
heavals that, culminated with the 
glacial sweep of the Ice Age. Un- 
til the glacier came, the Maine 
coast was .still about 200 feet be- 
neath the surface of the sea. 
But 


as the ice melted, the region slow- 
ly rose and the sea crept in among 
the numerous channels that had 
been cut by previous earth move- 
ments. Thus the numerous islands 
along the coast arose.
